The Planet Explorer's Club was holding its 
monthly meeting in the Helicopter Building at 
Earthport.

For the next two hours conversation was about 
this suit, the use of new fuels, and the possibility 
of sending a spaceship to the Second Galaxy for 
exploration. When the meeting was over, the 
Professor started to leave the club room. John 
Meister came over to him. 

"I hope I didn't hurt your feelings," he half 
apologized. "Any time you can finance your own 
expedition with your own funds, let me know," 

"Perhaps you are joking and perhaps you are 
serious," retorted the Professor. " I do happen to 
be a very wealthy man. The government of Mars 
has been paying me a lot of money for the use of 
my patents on their communication scanning 
screens. Pick out a good spaceship. Get about a 
dozen people who would like to do some inter- 
planetary exploration. Purchase or rent all the 
equipment you need. Come with me into the 
writing room. I will give you a check right now." 

The television screens gave some publicity on 
the trip. The day the spaceship BRUTUS was 
about to leave, Frank Loew, the reporter was 
assigned to cover the trip. 

"Glad to have you with us." welcomed the 
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Professor. "Is there any special reason why they 
sent you instead of their regular interplanetary
